The  French  Governor  of  the 
establishment  of  Samana,  should  be 
tbe  direct  peraonifiraiiou  of  the  protec- 
torate accorded  by  France  to  tbe  Dom- 
iaicaa  republic,  and  should  be  iuveated 
with  full  powers  to  this  effect^ 

This  treaty,  accepted  by  JkP  Ferdi- 
usad  Bsrrot,  was  ratified  at  Paris  early 
in  1844.  Soon  after.  France  fulfilled 
the  first  engajiemen'.  it  had  assumed,  by 
causing  the  Dominican  movement  to 
be  su|>j  orifd  by  Vice  Ailinirdl  Mo^fs, 
Coinuiander  ol  the  W<  st  Indian  squad- 
ron . 

Strong  in  the  alliance  which  he  had 
secured.  Santana  ofhcially  proclaimed 
the  independence  of  S I.  Domingo  on  tbe 
27ih  of  Febri'.ury,  lS44  and  sooa  re- 
quested  the  French  KOtrernment  to  in- 
stall at  Samana  tha  effective  protector- 
ate atipulated  in  the  treaty  of  1843.  - 
But  neither  requests  nor  prayers,  nor 
even  the  threat  of  throwing  themselves 
in'o  the  arms  of  another  j)ower,  could 
overcome  the  resistance  of  Louis  Phil- 
lippe  to  a  measure  which  might  involve 
[  some  diplomatic  corn  pi  ica  lii>ns  From 
jlSll  lo  IS4S  there  was  a  continual  in- 
terchange of  despatches,  which  led  to 
'no  result.  Tile  revolution  of  I&IS 
j  loiiiid  things  in  this  pretty  stiange  sit- 
1  nation  —  on  one  side,  the  Dominican 
Itepublic,  supplicating  the  installation 
'ol  the  protectorate;  on  the  olIier.France 
refusing  the  seductive  offer  unceasing- 
ly renewed.  Impatience  and  the  desire 
of  being  placed  under  tbe  French  flag, 
attained  to  such  a  point  in  St.  Doaiiu- 
go  that  ia  the  beginning  of  the  month 
of  March,  1848,  before  the  events  of 
February  were  known,  they  wrote  to 
Ptiris  categorically,  praying  of  France 
to  choose  between  the  pure  and  simple 
protectorate, the  condition  of  |)aramuuiit 
ownersliip,  or  even  the  nbsolule  sove- 
reignty of  the  young  republii;.  This 
despatch  wa'i  received  by  the  provision- 
al government,  niid  led  to  no  more  res- 
ult than  the  preceding  ones-  Iu  the 
mean  time  the  dangers  which  threaten- 
ed Dominican  independence  were  in- 
creasing—lha  Hayliens  were  preparing 
to  make  a  decisive  expedition.  In  the 
month  of  June,  in  the  same  year,  M.  de 
Lamartine  promised  a  regular  interven- 
tion of  French  forces,  in  rase  of  an  at- 
tack- Bui  new  political  changes  came 
to  cut  short  this  offer,  and  distract  al- 
teniioii  from  this  foreign  question  — 
1619  arrived — Solouque  invaded  tlie 
Dominican  terriiory,  and  advanced  to 
the  gates  of  Sm  Domingo  —  .Santana 
was  obliged  to  leave  his  retreat  once 
mure  to  :iave  tbs  republic  which  he  bad 
founded.  Such  a  waraiug  causad  ideas 
and  hopes  to  turn  more  than  ever  to- 
wards the  French  protectorate.  The 
clergy,  ;be  Congresses,  the  municipali- 
ties, voted  unanimously  an  address  to 
France,  Legging  of  her  no  longer  to  re- 
pulse the  offers  made  to  hor.  Still 
more  —  in  bringing  b:ick  '.lie  army  which 
had  just  defeated  the  llaytiens — San- 
1  tana  desired  with  all  his  heart,  to  hoist 
:  the  tri  colored  flag,  and  all  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Consul,  M.  Victor  Place, 
was  required  to  pievtnt  him  from  ac- 
complishing that  densive  act. 

Neither  these  lively  manifestations 
nor  the  efforts  of  the  English  and 
American  agenta  to  aap  her  influence  at 
St.  Domingo  changed  the  reaolution 
which  Franca  appeared  to  have  taken 
in  reserving  her  rights  without  making 
use  of  them.  She  contented  herself 
with  taking  an  active  and  efHcacious 
part  in  all  the  negotiations  which  have 
!at  length  brought  back  peace  between 
th';  Dmniiiican  republic  and  the  Hay- 
lien  empire.  Rut  after,  as  before  this 
result,  the  Dominican  government  has 
notceaseil,  for  a  single  instant,  to  in- 
sist on  the  full  regulatioas  af  tha  trea- 
ty of  1843. 

Wadoaat  believa  that  tha  ttate- 
ment  nacdsany  cammeauries  toacaiter 
the  vague  accusations  of  invasion  and 
the  threats  which  they  have  begun  to 
prefer  against  France.  In  occupying 
to-day  the  Peninsula  of  Samana,  she 
do'.  s  nothing  but  take  possession  of  her 
property,  and  so  far  from  having  had 
the  necessity  of  intri;;ues  to  arrive  at 
this  result,  she  has  only,  for  too  long  a 
lime,  refused  to  profit  by  her  legitimate 
advantages.  We  know  a  country  which 
would  not  have  exhibited,  under  such 
circumstances,  either  such  a  reserve  or 
diainteresledness.  All  ibis,  we  are 
awara  ia  advance,  will  act  prevent 
clamora  aad  recrimiaatioas.  TIm  prea- 
ence  of  Fraace  at  Samana  is  too  much 
opposed  to  hopes  aod  projects  not  to 
provoke  many  anathemas;  But  she  has 
on  her  side  ri^ht  and  the  past;  perhaps, 
also,  '.he  interests  of  the  peace  of  the 
worlil  are  much  more  safe  under  the 
color  of  the  tri  color  than  under  the 
equivocal  folds  of  a  certa  i  n  standard 
which  a  mysterious  enterprise  was  pre- 
paring to  hoist,  from  day  to  day,  on 
that  very  point  of  Samana.

By  this  division  of  labor  the  whole 
process  of  killin:;,  cutting,  dres>iug  and 
packing  iscom|)leted  iu  au  incredible 
short  period.  A  hog  would  be  disposed 
of  from  beginning  to  end  in  much  less 
time  than  it  has  taken  to  write  the  des- 
cription; and  in  tho  course  of  a  day 
several  haadrad  ara  easily  disposed  of 
in  the  same  raaaaer.  The  business  of 
hog  killing  is,  iaall  r**pect*,aa  exceed- 
ingly unpleasaataac.  Those  eagsged 
in  killing  ara  coaslaatly  ap  to  theii 
a nclea  in  gore,  and  their  ctatblng  and 
persons  saturated  with  it  from  head  to 
foot.  Yet  judging  from  the  appearance 
of  the  men,  they  are  not  unheal  hy  but 
generally  strong;  and  robust.  Tliere  is, 
also, one  circumstance  which  lessons  ihe 
painful  fjelinn,  arising  from  such  des- 
truction of  life, and  that  is  the  fact, that 
the  poor  animals  are  insensible  to  suffer.
